HOW THE VOTES ARE TO BE COUNTED. 

We repeat the inquiry we have frequently 
made of those Democrats who insist that the 
President of the Senate shall in no event be 
allowed to count the votesfor President, How 
they propose to prevent his doing so in case 
Congress shall fail to adopt some rule pro- 
viding for counting the votes otherwise ? 
The Constitution provides: 

The President of the Senate shall. in the pres- 
ence of the Senate and House of ves, 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall then 
be counted.

What we wish this War Democracy to 
Plain is, who 1s to count this vote, 
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But the votes call be counted. They cannot be 
counted by the House or the Senate, either jointly 
or separately. There is consequently no person left 
to count them but the President of fhe Senate; 
hence, by a necessary implication, he is the person 
to count those votes, of which he alens has the 
rightful possession under our Constitution. 

Now will the Democratic war-managers in- 
dicate how the votes can be *‘ counted by the 
two Houses of Congress”? and how, in the 
absence of any law or direction on the sub- 
ject, the counting can take place unless per- 
formed by the President of the Senate? 

. EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 

In a recent article Tax Tarsunz 
out some of the significant indications of the 
comparative decrease in the amount of im- 
ports, and the increase in the amount of ex- 
ports of merchandise, shown by the annual 
reports for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1876. Later statistics from the Washington 
Bureau, coming down to the end of October 
this year, exhibit a continuance of the same 
relative and For 
the ten months of 1875 the dutiable im- 
ports were 6815, 189, 292, and for the first ten 
months of 1876 they were $261,132,778, 
showing a decrease of $54,006,514. in dutia- 
ble imports for that period. During the 
same period in 1875 the exports of domestic 
merchandise were $443,166,439, and in 1876 
they were $498,543,279, showing an increase 
of $55,876,840 for that period. Both these 
statements exclude the exports and imports 
of coin and bullion, and they show a varia- 
tion in the trade of $109,383,354, about 
equally divided between the increase of do- 
mestic exports and the decrease of foreign 
im ports. 

Without entering into the controversy 


about the meaning and advantages of what 


is called the balance of trade,” it cannot 
be denied so long as this country is a large 
debtor to foreign countries, both publicly 
and privately, that this variation 

a practical reduction of the foreign indebt- 
edness to the amount of the difference be- 
tween the exports and imports. Still leaving 
out of account the coin and bullion, the total 
imports for the first ten months of this year, 
both dutiable and free of duty, were $380,. 
846,858, and the total exports were 810, 
104,678; in other words, the United States 
sold 129,758,320 more goods abroad 
than it bought of . foreign 

This difference must be paid 

the foreign countries in some shape 
or other, either by the return of American 
securities held abroad or the payment in 
specie, or by both in part. While we were 
selling abroad $100,000,000 a year less than 
we were buying from abroad, we were run- 
ning in debt to that extent; now that we 
ares selling $130,000,000 more than we are 
buying, we are reducing that debt in that 
amount, or receiving back some of the specie 
that has been steadily flowing from the 
country for years, which may be applied 
upon a reduction of the debt.

Groceries were ordered with some 
liberality, and dealers report the volume of sales 
as fully up to former seasons at a corresponding 
period. Prices ruled steady and firm. Dried fruits 
were quoted quiet, with values somewhat unset- 


| tled, though without marked change. The fish 


trade remains inactive. Prices of butter and 
cheese ranged the same as at the beginning of the 
week, and were firm. Bagging was dull, as were 
also paints, oils, and tobacco. Coal was In good 
demand, and was firmly held at previous quota- 
tions. 


The demand for lumber continues moderate at 
unchanged prices. Reports from the North indi- 
cate that the winter has thus far been favorable for 
logging operations, and that the work accomplished 
to date in most localities equals expectations. 
Drugs and cbemicala were in moderate demand and 
steady. The feceipts of furs were fair, and. the 
regular dealers were buying at quotations. Wool, 
broom- corn, and hops remain quiet. Hides were 
slow and easier, the Boston market being quoted 
lower, the Eastern demand having dropped off, as 
the tanners are fairly supplied. Seeds were quiet, 
except that timothy was in request and firmer, 
owing to small offerings. Hay was quiet and easy, 
éxcept medium e¢rades of timothy, which were 
salable to shippers at recent prices. Game, eggs, 
and poultry were in moderate request at unchanged
